.KOSTOV 
STOPPED 
BY JUDGE 


Prague, December 13. 


An American attending 


| Bulgaria's treason trial re- 


ported that Tratcho Kostov 
was cut short by the pre- 
siding judge as he tried to 
deny the charges against him 
at today’s closing session. 


This observer told the Asso- 
clated Press in Prague by lele- 
phone from Sofla that armed 
milltiamen oon ecnch = aide of 
Kestov kept tugging at his coat 
until he finally sat down. 


He said that Kostov's action 
threw the court Into an upraar. 
There was a great deal of nolse’) 
in the courtroum, the observer 
said, Tt was almost impoailbly 
to hear what he wan trying to 
any. It was Impossible for anv 
one not understanding Bulgarian 
to know what was golng on slnee 
Kostov did not speak into the 
court microphone and Uhe inter- 
pretera were unable to translate, 

This was the second time since 
the start of the trint that Kostoy 
had electrified the court by 
defiantly denying charges against 
him, 

The Amerlean observer saat 
that nine of the defendants arose 
one after another, fluently ad.

YUNNAN AND 
INDO-CHINA 


The French High Comis- 
sioner in Indo-China has made 
a prompt and emphatic de- 
claration of policy in regard to 
any possible entry of Chinese 
troops into that territory. 
Vietnam, he said, would deny 
refuge to any elements liable 
to affect the security of the 
frontier regions and good 
neighhourly relations with 
adjacent States. This was ob- 
viously a reply to the recent 
Note from the Peking Foreign 
Minister, Chou En-lai, ad- 
dressed to adjacent countries, 
and particularly to France and 
Vietnam. The Note said that 
the Communist forces would 
pursue the Nationalist forces 
even into adjacent countries 
if they took refuge there. 

Small bodies of Nationalist 
troops, carrying white flags, 
have already appeared on the 
border, and General Pal 
Chung-hsi is reported to be in 
Hanoi to-negotiate the. passage 
dof his troops through Indo- 

China, presumably to Haihan.. 

He is hardly likely to succeed 

in his mission, because it has 

been ruled that any Chinese 
tronps crossing the frontier 
will be interned. Moreover, 
any Nationalist ships entering 
the territorial waters of Indo- 

China will also be interned. 

_ Happily, the situation’ in 
South Western China seems 
to be clearing up in a manner 
far less embarrassing to Indo- 
China and the French forces 
there than had once been fear- 
ed. There has been ng,fight-

and preserve the American sys- 
tem ugalnst collapse and Com- 
inunism. 

Mr Hoover asserte@ that a 
reduction in Government costs {is 
necessary to win the cold war at 
present being waged “at uo fright- 
ful cost" and the way to reduce 
cost Is to reduce waste and “defer 
some Governinent ventures.” 

The former President added: 
“By these reforms janc  sclf- 
deninis we can help disappoint 
Mr. Statin."—United Press.
